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PROFILE:  CHARLES  II,  KING  OF  ENGLAND,  1660-1685. 

Born  in  1630,  Prince  Charles  was  the  second  son  of  Charles  I  and  Henrietta  Maria. 
After  the  collapse  of  the  Royalist  armies  in  1646,  Charles  fled  to  Scilly,  and  afterwards 
to  Jersey.  In  1()48  he  joined  the  Royalist  fleet  and  blockaded  the  Thames,  afterwards 
going  to  Holland,  where  he  received  the  news  of  the  execution  of  his  father.  Im¬ 
mediately  assuming  the  title  of  King,  he  was  proclaimed  in  Scotland  and  again  went 
to  Jersey.  Owing,  however,  to  the  arrival  of  the  Parliamentary  fleet  at  Portsmouth, 
he  returned  to  Breda  in  February  1650.  Although  he  was  a  Roman  Catholic,  Charles 
ensured  the  continuing  loyalty  of  the  Scots  by  signing  a  declaration  that  he  would 
establish  Presbyterianism  in  the  Three  Kingdoms.  He  then  landed  in  Scotland  where 
he  signed  a  further  treaty  with  the  Covenanters,  and  was  crowned  at  Scone  in  1651. 
Advancing  south  into  England,  he  was  eventually  defeated  at  Worcester  and  fled  to 
France  after  forty-one  days  of  hiding  at  various  places  in  England.  After  several  abor¬ 
tive  attem.pts  had  been  made  to  re-organize  supporters  in  England  he  was  compelled 
to  wait  for  the  death  of  Cromwell.  Richard  Cromwell  was  not  sufficiently  strong 
to  prevent  the  growth  of  the  Royalist  faction,  and  Charles  landed  in  England  on 
the  29th  May,  1660,  having  been  proclaimed  King  at  Westminster  on  the  8fh.  On  the 
21st  May,  1662,  Charles  married  Catherine  of  Braganza.  He  was  continually  at  logger- 
heads  with  the  Protestants  and  also  intrigued  with  France  against  Holland  and  Spain. 
The  defeat  of  the  Protestant  Rye  House  Plot  to  murder  Charles  and  James  (later 
James  1 1)  and  thus  ensure  a  Protestant  succession  added  greatly  to  the  popularity  of 
Charles.  He  made  attempts  to  re-introduce  Roman  Catholicism  as  the  official 
religion,  and  the  conspiritors  in  the  Popish  Plot  of  1679  were  set  at  liberty. 

Charles  died  after  a  short  illness  on  February  6th,  1685.  Charles  was  a  fickle 
monarch,  and  could  never  be  relied  on ;  he  had,  however,  a  pleasant  manner  and  great 
personal  charm  which  enabled  him  to  evade  many  unpleasant  situations.  He  had  no 
legitimate  heir,  but  a  large  number  of  illegitimate  children  by  his  various  mistresses. 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  cover  is  a  5  guinea  piece  with  elephant  below  bust.  It 
was  during  this  reign  that  the  screw  press  became  the  normal  means  for  striking  coins 
— the  main  series  of  English  milled  coins  starts  with  the  crown  dated  1662.

1946.  Gilbert  Askew  gives  up  a  pensionable  post  with  British  Railways  to  join  the  firm 
and  takes  over  our  Ancient  Department.  For  many  years  he  had  studied  Greek  and  Roman 
coins  and  had  helped  a  number  of  museums  with  their  collections.  Peter  Seaby  returns  to  the 
firm  after  nearly  seven  years  with  the  Royal  Artillery.  T.  R.  Garvey  dies,  and  I  much  miss 
his  sound  councils.  In  the  Bulletin  we  advocate  an  annual  Numismatic  Day  and  many  more 
coin  clubs  in  Great  Britain — the  former  is  now  well  established  and  today  there  are  treble 
the  number  of  numismatic  societies.  A  dinner  was  held  to  celebrate  our  twenty  years  in  busi¬ 
ness.  J.  H.  Hine  comes  along  to  give  me  some  temporary  help,  stays  on,  and  eventually 
takes  over  War  Medals. 

We  purchase  the  Carthew  collection  of  Seventeenth  Century  Tokens,  probably  the  largest 
private  collection  of  this  series  ever  got  together. 

1947.  We  buy  the  Hansen  collection  of  Roman  coins,  also  the  “X  Y  Z  ”  collection. 
This  latter  only  contained  about  200  English  coins  but  they  were  so  choice  that  they  priced 
out  at  £10,000  and  they  sold  very  quickly,  as  at  this  time  the  market  was  very  short  of  good 
coins.  I  went  on  a  tour  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  with  my  wife  and  attended  the 
A.N.A.  convention  at  Buffalo.  Pat  Seaby  suggested  in  the  Bulletin  forming  a  London  Coin 
Club.  Lieut-Colonel  Protassowicki  joins  the  staff  and  we  can  now  open  an  Oriental  Depart¬ 
ment,  thus  becoming  one  of  the  very  few  numismatic  firms  in  the  world  able  to  sell  oriental 
coins  authoritatively.  Laurence  Brown  also  joins  the  staff.  We  take  over  the  third  floor  of 
this  building,  so  now  have  three  floors  exclusively  taken  up  with  coins  and  medals. 

1948.  We  publish  A  Catalogue  of  Roman  Coins  by  Gilbert  Askew,  who  also  goes  on  an 
American  tour  and  attends  the  A.N.A.  convention  at  Boston.  He  made  many  friends  whilst 
over  there  and  certainly  helped  to  establish  our  firm  as  one  of  the  leading  dealers  in  Ancient 
coins.  Peter  Alan  Rayner  joins  the  English  Department  and  is  now  one  of  the  leading 
authorities  in  the  country  on  English  coins  of  the  last  four  hundred  years. 

1949.  We  publish  Notes  on  English  Silver  Coins,  1066  to  1648.  Pat  Seaby  becomes 
Mrs.  Perrin  and  emigrates  to  Toronto.  We  acquire  the  Raymond  Carlyon-Britton  collection 
of  some  5,000  English  hammered  coins.  We  publish  The  English  Silver  Coinage,  1649-1949 
that  I  had  written  during  the  previous  year.  We  printed  5,000  copies  of  this  and  it  is  now 
nearly  sold  out.  In  the  next  year  or  so  I  hope,  with  the  help  of  Alan  Rayner,  to  produce  a 
revised  edition.  We  also  publish  A  Catalogue  of  the  Copper  Coins  and  Tokens  of  the  British 
Isles.  We  catalogue  for  auction  the  Brushfield  Collection  of  Asiatic  Coins.  Donald  Swanson 
retires  and  goes  to  live  at  Broadstairs:  we  are  very  sorry  to  hear  that  he  is  now  quite  blind. 

1950.  We  purchase  some  nice  collections,  including  those  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Fane  Dickson, 
C.  A.  Whitton,  A.  J.  D.  Mainguy  and  A.  P.  Gray.  The  V.  J.  E.  Ryan  collection  of  English 
gold  and  the  H.  M.  Lingford  collection  of  English  crowns  are  sold  by  auction.  The  Royal 
Mint  started  issuing  proof  sets  for  the  first  time  since  1937  and  we  had  to  engage  more  staff 
to  cope  with  the  extra  work  entailed. 

Gilbert  Askew  passed  away  on  the  12th  December,  and  it  was  a  sad  loss  for  us  as  well  as 
for  his  many  friends.  P.  Frank  Purvey  joins  the  firm. 

1951.  Lieut-Colonel  Kozolubski  joins  us  to  take  charge  of  the  Ancient  Department  in 
Askew’s  place.  J.  H.  Hine  takes  over  the  War  Medal  Department  from  Miss  Eccles.  We 
publish  A  Catalogue  of  Greek  Coins  and  The  Coinage  of  Roman  Britain,  both  by  Gilbert  Askew. 
We  start  a  War  Medal  Notes  and  News  in  the  Bulletin  each  month.  The  second  portion 
of  the  H.  P.  Hall  Roman  collection  is  sold  by  auction  in  London  and  realizes  £30,000. 

Peter  and  I  rewrite  our  Standard  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
which  is  now  republished  every  other  year.  We  purchase  the  C.  A.  Oliver  collection. 

1952.  Peter  Seaby  becomes  a  director  of  the  firm  and  we  publish  his  book  The  Story  of 
the  English  Coinage.  He  also  makes  his  first  trip  to  America,  attending  the  A.N.A.  convention 
in  New  York.  The  first  volume  of  my  book  Roman  Silver  Coins,  the  Republic  to  Augustus,  is 
issued.  I  start  work  on  A  Numismatic  Directory  of  Europe  but  I  doubt  if  it  will  ever  be  finished 
unless  I  live  to  a  very  old  age.  Laurence  Brown  returns  from  doing  his  National  Service. 

1953.  We  have  a  lot  of  work  and  trouble  with  the  1953  coins  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;H 
there  were  delays  at  the  Royal  Mint  and  many  uncertainties  about  the  issue  of  proofs.  In  the 
end  we  only  received  about  a  quarter  of  the  sets  we  required. 

1954.  Frank  Purvey  comes  back  from  doing  his  National  Service  and  later  in  the  year 
takes  over  the  English  coppers  and  tokens  as  well  as  the  Book  Department.  A  large  number  of 
numismatic  books  have  been  published  in  recent  years  and  we  feel  this  has  been  a  great  help  to

collectors  and  to  the  benefit  of  numismatics  in  general.  Laurence  Brown  goes  upstairs  to 
help  and  understudy  Mrs.  Cahn  in  the  Foreign  Department.  I  write  our  new  Roman  catalogue 
entitled  Roman  Coins  and  their  Values,  also  Roman  Silver  Coins,  Vol.  II,  part  1,  Tiberius  to 
Domitian.  We  start  our  “  profile  ”  series  in  the  Bulletin.  The  ex-King  Farouk  sale  takes  place 
in  Cairo.  We  buy  the  May  collection  of  English  gold  coins.  Col.  Kozolubski  represents  us 
at  the  International  Numismatic  Congress  in  Paris. 

Peter  pays  his  second  visit  to  America,  this  time  he  makes  a  five  week  trip,  taking  in  many 
cities  as  well  as  the  A.N.A.  convention  at  Cleveland.  One  Monday  morning  in  November  I 
was  ready  for  the  office,  with  my  hat  and  coat  on,  and  I  slip  on  the  kitchen  step  and  break  my 
left  leg.  I  am  away  from  the  office  for  two  months.  As  we  now  have  such  a  large  and  ex¬ 
perienced  staff  my  absence  was  hardly  noticed  ! 

1955  was  especially  notable  for  the  start  of  the  Lockett  auction  sales.  I  attend  the  Numis¬ 
matic  Congress  at  Chester  and  Mrs.  Cahn  the  meeting  of  the  International  Association  of 
Professional  Numismatists  at  Munich.  We  purchased,  amongst  others,  the  collections  of 
\ .  du  Bedat-Smythe  and  T.  Rowland  Kent.  As  the  result  of  buying  this  latter  collection 
I  decide  to  start  work  on  a  Standard  Catalogue  of  British  Commonwealth  coins,  a  project 
I  have  had  in  mind  for  many  years.  I  hope  that  the  first  part;  Europe,  Africa,  America  and 
Australasia  will  be  published  in  1956. 

1956.  What  will  this  bring  forth  ?  More  Lockett  sales,  no  doubt.  I  hope  we  shall  buy 
some  large  collections  and  many  fine  coins:  we  are  rather  short  of  stock  at  present  and  are 
therefore  keen  buyers.  I  am  quite  excited  about  my  proposed  trip  to  America  at  Easter  and 
look  forward  to  meeting  many  old  friends  as  well  as  making  many  new  ones. 

So  much  for  the  past  thirty  years — I  am  now  looking  forward  to  the  next  thirty  !

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EX-KING  HOAUD. 

By  Midshipman  Ian  Halley  Stewart,  R.N.V.R. 

At  some  time  in  the  early  part  of  this  century  the  existence  of  a  King  Hoaud  of  Northumbria 
was  postulated.  I  am  not  aware  who  was  the  ‘  King-Maker,’  nor  consider  it  of  any  real  im¬ 
portance  to  trace  the  origins  of  the  theory;  writing  in  1910  on  A  Parcel  of  Stycas  from  the  York 
Find,  1842,  in  Vol.  VI I  of  the  British  Nwnisniatic  Journal,  Mr.  Nathan  Hey  wood  lists  one  coin 
of  Hoauth  among  the  376  stycas  at  Stonyhurst  College,  but  iVlajor  A.  B.  Creeke  in  the  initial 
volume  of  ihc  Journal,  describing  The  Regal  Sceatta  and  Styca  series  of  Northumbria,  makes  no 
reference  to  a  Hoaud,  despite  much  fanciful  theorising  in  other  directions :  Sir  Charles  Oman 
in  The  Coinage  of  England,  1931,  also  omits  him,  but  Dr.  G.  C.  Brooke,  in  liis  English  Coins 
of  the  following  year,  records  in  his  list  of  Northumbrian  Coins — “  Hoaud,  an  unknown  king. 
HOAUDREX.  The  moneyer  is  Hwaetred.” 

Since  that  time,  presumably  on  Brooke’s  testimony,  Hoaud  has  taken  his  place  amongst 
the  list  of  ninth-century  Northumbrian  kings,  albeit  dateless  and  of  unknown  genealogy.  Many 
numismatic  publications  of  the  last  two  decades  conftdently  include  Hoaud,  coins  bearing 
the  name  have  fetched  large  sums  when  they  have  come  under  the  auctioneer’s  hammer  from 
famous  collections,  and  in  the  British  Museum  trays  Hoaud  takes  his  place  with  Eanred, 
Ethelred  II  and  the  rest. 

Historians  are  unusually  dependent  on  the  evidence  of  coinage  for  the  Anglo-Saxon 
period,  and  numismatists  should  therefore  be  guided  by  a  special  sense  of  responsibility 
when  drawing  conclusions  of  historical  significance.  We  have  the  historian’s  ear;  the  privilege 
is  not  to  be  abused.  A  coin  is  a  single  piece  of  archaeological  evidence,  as  dangerous  and 
deceptive  if  misconstrued  as  it  may  be  constructive  and  corroborative  properly  appreciated. 
For  instance,  Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt’s  unique  coin  of  King  Heaberht  of  Kent'  is  remarkable  and 
important  confirmation  of  the  three  references  to  a  king  of  that  name  in  early  charters:  or, 
again,  the  ephemeral  King  Redwulf  of  Northumbria,  known  from  literary  sources  only  in 
Roger  of  Wendover,  is  definitely  established  by  the  comparatively  large-  series  of  coins  bearing 
his  name.  But  the  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle  makes  no  mention  of  either. 

On  the  other  hand,  on  the  strength  of  a  few  coins  from  one  pair  of  dies,  the  idea  of  a  King 
Hoaud  of  Northumbria  has  had  currency  among  numismatists  at  least — and,  when  it  appears 
in  such  a  publication  as  Coin  Collecting  by  Messrs.  Milne,  Sutherland  and  Thompson  of  the 
Ashmolean  Museum,  one  fears  more  generally — for  at  least  twenty  years,  and  that  despite 
the  entire  lack  of  any  historical  or  literary  confirmation  whatever.  Moreover,  the  numismatic 
evidence  for  Hoaud  is  weak,  at  any  rate,  and  in  the  light  of  recent  disco\'ery,  may  ’oc  said  to 
have  collapsed  completely. 

In  view  of  the  acceptance  with  which  Hoaud  has  been  received,  it  will  be  well  to  adduce 
every  possible  shred  of  evidence  against  him;  history,  philology  and  numismatics  shall  conspire 
to  dethrone  him. 

First,  let  us  examine  the  coins  themselves.  As  I  have  said,  only  a  very  few  specimens 
are  known,  and  only  the  one  obverse  die  proclaims,  or  purports  to  proclaim  the  sovereignty  of 
Hoaud.  It  does  not  even  read  hoavdrex,  as  so  confidently  stated  by  Brooke.  The  x  is  in  fact 
the  initial  cross,  and  the  letters  dre  are  all  retrograde.  Since  hoav  is  composed  entirely  of 
reversible  letters,  and  every  “  one-way  ”  letter  in  the  inscription  is  retrograde,  we  have  no 
justification  at  all  in  assuming  the  legend  is  to  be  read  forward;  retrograde  it  w’ould  be  erdvaoh, 
admittedly  gibberish,  but  to  my  mind  no  more  so  than  hoavdre.  Such  anomalous  coins  are 
by  no  means  unusual  in  the  series,  and  may  be,  perhaps,  explained  as  forgeries  or  the  blundered 
efforts  of  moneyers  copying  w'orn  out  dies,  in  that  case,  hoavdre  or  erdvaoh  may  be  the 
result  of  an  illiterate  die-sinker  copying  the  name  hvaetred  or  the  letters  eardvvke. 

Here  the  evidence  of  the  reverse  die  is  all-important.  T'his  is  of  the  moneyer  Hwaetred, 
reading  hvvetrd,  retrograde.  I  have  recently  found  a  styca  from  this  very  die  with  an  obverse 
clearly  reading  eardvvre  retrograde.  In  view  of  both  these  dies  having  the  names  retrogressively 
engraved,  it  seems  extremely  unlikely  that  the  hoavdre  inscription  was  ever  intended  to  be  read 
forward,  particularly  in  view  of  the  D,  R  and  E. 

Recent  research  in  the  styca  series  has  revealed  an  extraordinary  and  unexpected  crop  of 
die-links,  and  on  the  evidence  of  these  some  people  are  inclined  to  attribute  the  coins  of 
Eardwoilf  to  a  moneyer  of  that  name  in  Ethelred  II’s  reign.  These  arguments  are  in  some  cases 
most  compelling,  but  I  w'ould  hesitate,  in  our  present  state  of  knowledge,  to  deprive  King 
Eardwmlf  of  all  the  coins  attributed  to  his  reign;  certainly  it  will  need  an  unchallengeable 
proof  to  dismiss  coins  wdth  such  legends  as  eardvvre.  Nevertheless,  our  understanding  ot

“  In  cases  of  disputed  succession,  short,  precarious  reigns  have  often  produced  disproportionately  prolific 
coinages:  cf.  Harold  II,  Henry  VI. 
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the  st\’cas  is  so  elementary  (no  consecutive  study  has  appeared  since  Major  Creeke’s  half  a 
centuiA'  ago)  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  state  anything  categorically.  There  appears  to  be 
looming  in  this  series  a  revolution  as  fundamental  and  important  as  that  which  has  already 
broken  under  the  dictatorship  of  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  in  the  late  Anglo-Saxon  period. 

I  will  not  therelore  state  that  the  so-called  Hoaud  coins  are  a  blundered  issue  of  the  time  of 
Eardwulf,  bur  suggest  it  as  a  probability  as  our  knowledge  stands.  Should  the  coins  eventually 
be  dated  later  than  Eardwulf’s  reign,  that  would  only  invalidate  the  small  part  of  the  evidence 
\vhich  connects  them  with  the  eardvvre  coin,  and  thus  with  Eardwulf,  by  re-use  of  the  reverse 
die.  The  impossibility  of  the  reading  hoavd  rex,  and  of  such  a  king,  would  remain  as  definite 
and  demonstrable  as  the  reality  of  bis  existence  has  been  supposed  hitherto;  whether  the  coins 
are  of  Eardwulf’s  time,  or  Eanred’s,  or  Ethelred’s  is  immaterial. 

As  for  Mr.  Buckley’s  identification  of  these  coins  with  a  Dalriadic  King  Eochad^,  attractive 
though  it  may  be,  I  must  say  that,  numismatics  apart,  it  is  my  opinion  that  such  an  attribution 
would  be  extremely  improbable.  The  propensity  of  barbaric  kings,  whether  it  be  of  Strath¬ 
clyde  or  Ireland,  for  autonomous  coinage,  in  imitation  of  that  of  their  more  civilised  neighbours, 
can  be  enormously  overestimated.  History  is  much  better  served  by  hypercritical  investigation 
and  the  cold  impartial  analysis  of  facts  than  by  those  who  have  sought  to  satisfy  the  wishful 
thinking  of  their  imagination  by  endowing  with  the  highly  civilised  concept  of  autonomous 
coinage  such  remote  historical  figures  as  a  prince  of  the  southern  Irish  family  of  O’Neil,  or 
King  Eochad  III,  the  grandfather  of  Kenneth  MacAlpin:  and  one  may  be  the  more  sceptical 
when  sound  scholarship  confirms  the  suspicion  that  these  cardinal  coins  are  merely  blundered 
examples,  in  the  one  case  of  the  tenth  century  Scandinavian  pence  of  Magnus,  and  in  the 
other  of  the  York-minted  Northumbrian  styca  coinage. 

Lest  the  legend  of  Hoaud  should  die  hard,  I  may  be  excused  for  discussing  also,  at  the  risk 
of  tediousness,  the  positive  objections  to  his  existence.  Philology  is  a  dangerous  sphere  for  the 
uninitiated,  but  no  one  will  bring  me  to  task  for  asserting  that  there  never  was  a  Northumbrian 
name  Hoaud,  nor  anything  like  it.  Neither  ho  nor  hud  ever  appears  in  the  regular  English 
names;  normally  the  names  are  of  two  component  syllables,  of  which  the  following  are  charac¬ 
teristic; —  Ean-,  -Red-,  -Wulf-,  Ceol-,  Aethel-,  -Berht-,  Os-,  -Bald-,  -Noth,  Hwaet-, 
-Sige-,  and  many  others.  Occasionally  a  foreigner  w’ould  have  a  foreign  name — the  moneyer 
Odilo  may  be  one  so.  But  Hoaud,  unless  he  was  some  foreign  ursurper,  is  just  not  a  possible 
name.  As  Sir  Frank  Stenton  says,  the  name  Hwaetnoth  is  unknown  from  literary  or  other 
sources,  but  its  appearance  on  the  reverse  of  some  Redwulf  stycas  is  immediately  acceptable 
as  record  of  a  moneyer  of  that  name:  it  is  just  such  a  name  as  could  be  expected.  Hoaud,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  not  of  that  kind;  in  fact  it  rings  thoroughly  false. 

This,  of  course,  underlines  the  historical  improbability.  Although  it  is  possible — though 
unlikely — that  a  short,  sudden  reign  might  have  escaped  the  notice  of  all  the  chronicles  and 
charters,  it  is  hard  indeed  to  give  credence  to  the  following  extraordinary  facts  which  are 
directly  imputed  by  assuming  the  reality  of  a  King  Hoaud. 

At  some  unspecified  time,  between  about  790  a.d.  and  850  a  man  with  a  name  completely 
unknown  to  history  or  literature  appeared  on  the  Northumbrian  scene,  acquired  the  throne 
from  one  of  the  hereditary  royal  house,  and  caused  his  foreign  name  to  be  placed  on  the  stycas 
of  one  die  of  one  moneyer.  Then,  with  no  other  record  of  his  sovereignty,  or  even  existence, 
he  vanished  as  quickly  and  suddenly  as  he  had  appeared,  leaving  the  kingdom  to  the  old  members 
of  the  ruling  house,  with  their  typical  English  names.  The  story  is  fantastic,  but  such  must 
Hoaud  have  been,  if  he  ever  was  at  ail.  Though  very  rare,  the  “  Hoaud  ”  coins  all  come  from 
the  one  die:  so  that  it  is  highly  probable  that  no  other  die  ever  bore  the  name.  At  least,  the 
accident  of  the  discovery  cannot  fairly  be  invoked  to  defend  the  rarity  of  the  coins. 

All  in  all,  so  far  from  it  being  even  possible,  let  alone  probable,  that  a  King  by  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  name  of  Hoaud  could  have  established  himself  on  the  ninth-century  throne  of 
Northumbria,  there  is  every  indication  that  the  coins  themselves,  sole  testimony  of  his  existence, 
in  fact  tells  a  very  different  story.  Hoaud,  it  must  be  agreed,  has  been  deposed. 

In  this  connexion,  it  will  be  well  to  debunk  the  coinage  of  another  Northumbrian  reign, 
that  of  the  ephemeral  Aella.  No  one  would  deny  this  king  his  historical  existence,  but  in  all 
probability  the  Northumbrian  styca  coinage  had  ceased  long  before  867.  Of  course,  the 
attribution  of  coinage  to  Aella,  an  historical  personage,  is  not  so  serious  as  the  imaginative  con¬ 
ception  of  a  mythical  Floaud.  But  the  notion  has  pertained  for  many  years  since  r)r.  Brooke 
gave  sanction  to  it,  though  the  coins  attributed  to  Aella  can  be  certainly  proved  to  have  been 
struck  much  earlier. 

One  or  two  stycas,  from  the  eight  thousand  or  so  discovered  at  Hexham  in  1833,  w'ere 
supposed  to  have  been  struck  by  Aella  in  view  ol  the  inscriptions  alleh,  aela  and  suchlike.

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'I'heir  provenance  alone  condemns  them,  since  the  Hexam  hoard  contained  coins  of  Redwulf, 
844,  but  none  of  Osherht,  849-867,  and  must  have  been  buried  in  the  84()’s.  Besides,  the  so- 
called  AELA  and  similar  legends  are  in  reality  quite  blundered,  and  suggest  forgeries  of  the 
reign  of  Ethclred  II. 

In  the  National  Collection,  at  the  end  of  the  Northumbrian  styca  series,  may  be  found  an 
ill-preserved  little  piece  of  copper  classified  as  Aella,  This  styca  is  from  the  same  die  as  one 
in  my  own  collection,  a  better  example  on  which  the  name  edilred  is  discernable,  retrograde 
but  quite  legible.  These  two  coins  are  of  the  small,  poorly  struck  type  which  H.  A.  Parsons 
and  others  have  attributed  to  Ethelred  I,  though  recent  research  suggests  otherwise.  On  this 
evidence,  it  must  be  agreed  that  none  of  the  coins  hitherto  attributed  to  Aella  can  possibly  be  as 
late  as  867. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  Aella  cannot  have  coined  (though  I  am  sure  he  did  not);  only  his 
coins  have  never  been  identified,  and  arc  certainly  not  to  be  found  in  the  blundered  specimens 
Irom  Hexham.  In  the  R.  C.  Lockett  sale,  English  part  1,  lot  309,  a  styca  w'as  actually  listed, 
illustrated  and  sold  as  of  Aella,  with  a  footnote  attesting  its  Hexham  provenance. 

In  exposing  the  invalidity  of  numismatic  evidence  for  creating  a  King  Hoaud,  and  the 
inherent  inconsistency  of  describing  Hexham  coins  under  Aella,  I  have  freely  referred  to  the 
small  copper  coins  in  question  as  stycas.  Since  Dr.  Brooke  vetoed  this  word,  on  the  grounds 
that  it  could  not  at  the  same  time  translate  the  widow’s  mite  in  the  Lindisfarne  Gospels  and 
designate  the  only  coin  current  in  Northumbria  from  800  to  850,  writers  have  hesitated  to  use 
the  term.  But  there  is  only  confusion  in  calling  coins  sceats,  by  which  is  immediately  under¬ 
stood  the  earliest  Anglo-Saxon  silver  coins,  derivative  from  the  thrymsa  coinage  in  gold,  and 
also  die  eighth-century  Northumbrian  pieces  with  the  quadruped  device.  The  word  sceat 
itself  means  rather  vaguely  ‘  treasure.’  Styca  at  least  denotes  a  small  copper  coin.  The 
reintroduction  of  the  old  nomenclature  would  certainly  clarify  the  issue.  After  all,  earlier 
ages  were  not  so  strict  in  describing  denominations;  stater  embraced  a  multiplicity  of  weights 
and  sizes,  and  denarius  was  used  in  documents  to  mean  groat  as  much  as  penny. 
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{continued  from  page  97). 

The  remaining  two  marks  of  type  8  now  fall  into  their  places,  as  the  pierced  cross 
No.  1  is  the  only  one  known  with  a  pierced  cross  and  four  pellets  reverse,  and  the 
last  mark  must  therefore  be  the  pierced  cross  with  pellet  in  left  upper  quarter.  Here 
again  we  have  a  rare  mark,  appearing  also  on  the  angels  it  is  true,  but  one  which  must 
have  been  in  issue  simultaneously  with  the  pierced  cross  No.  1  towards  the  end  of  tlie 
latter’s  currency,  as  both  are  known  with  the  same  rare  reverse  of  type  9  style,  having 
the  new  straight-sided  alphabet  and  roses  after  posvi  and  don,  but  without  any 
mintmark.  Both  are  also  known  muled  with  obverses  of  the  first  mark  of  the  next 
type,  9. 

The  groats  of  this  last  type  are  distinguished  by  the  new  style  straight-sided 
lettering  just  mentioned,  and  the  new  bust  and  crown,  better  and  more  deeply 
engi'aved  and  punched,  especially  in  the  hair.  They  also  usually  have  roses  and  or 
suns  in  the  obverse  and  reverse  legends,  and  those  of  the  last  mark,  the  heraldic 
cinquefoil,  have  a  rose  also  on  the  breast. 

The  first  mark  of  the  type  is  obviously  the  pierced  cross  with  pellet  in  right  lower 
quarter,  as  this  is  the  only  one  found  muled  with  the  above-mentioned  marks  of  type 
8,  i.e.  with  reverses  of  the  pierced  cross  No.  1  and  pierced  cross  with  pellet  in  upper 
quarter.  It  is  also  found  with  the  unmarked  reverse  and  roses  after  posvi  and  don, 
which  was  noted  on  the  rare  mules  of  the  latter  marks.  It  cannot,  however,  be 
considered  separately  from  its  companion  mark,  the  pierced  cross  and  pellet  in  left 
lower  quarter,  as  this  latter  must  have  been  brought  into  concurrent  use  immediately 
after  the  appearance  of  the  mules  just  mentioned. 

This  fact  is  simply  demonstrated  by  an  examination  of  the  specimens  in  the 
British  Museum  collection.  First  a  simple  list  of  the  36  coins  and  their  marks:

This  shows  that: 


(1)  All  four  possible  combinations  of  the  two  marks  are  known. 

(2)  There  is  no  question  that  those  groats  with  the  same  mark  both  sides  are 
normal  and  the  others  mules,  seeing  that  there  are  twice  as  many  of  the 
latter  as  of  the  former. 

(3)  While  the  two  marks  are  used  with  some  equality  on  the  obverses,  the 
appears  on  nearly  90%  of  the  reverses. 

That  the  -  combination  was  the  first  to  appear,  and  that  therefore  the  .  - 
mark  must  have  been  used  concurrently  with  the  other  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  it 
is  only  on  groats  so  marked  that  we  find  the  curious  survival  of  the  old  B-like  r  (r5) 
on  one  or  both  sides,  instead  of  the  new  straight-sided  r  (r6),  which  had  already 
appeared  on  the  reverses  without  mintmark.  The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  20 
groats  of  this  combination  in  the  British  Museum  collection,  which  also  gives  some 
indication  of  the  order  in  which  the  rose  and  sun  varieties  may  have  appeared :

As  a  final  proof  that  the  marks  were  in  concurrent  use,  but  with  the  .-f  chiefly 
employed  on  the  reverse,  we  have  the  known  muling  with  subsequent  marks,  i.e. 
the  .-h  with  an  obverse  of  the  pierced  cross  and  central  pellet,  and  the  -h-  with  a 
reverse  of  the  pierced  cross  No.  2. 

This  brings  us  to  these  next  two  marks,  of  which  the  first-mentioned  is  especially 
rare  and  known  otherwise  only  on  the  obverse  of  a  unique  %angel  mule  with  pierced 
cross  reverse.  It  is  likely,  therefore,  that  this  is  another  mark  w'hich  had  no  inde¬ 
pendent  existence,  but  was  in  special  issue  for  a  limited  period  at  the  beginning  of 
the  currency  of  the  pierced  cross  No.  2.  Messrs.  Blunt  and  Whitton  have  placed  it 
subsequent  to  the  latter  mark,  but  I  can  find  no  evidence  at  all  to  support  this  view, 
whereas  tw^o  significant  pointers  to  the  opposite  conclusion  are  to  be  found  in  the 
table  of  mules,  i.e.  both  marks  are  found  muled  with  the  preceding  mark,  whereas  the 
only  known  mule  with  the  following  heraldic  cinquefoil  has  the  pierced  cross  No.  2 
on  the  reverse. 

The  last  mark  of  the  reign,  or  the  last  but  one  if  we  accept  the  view,  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  shortly,  that  the  rare  sun  and  rose  dimidiated  is  to  be  attributed  to  Edw-ard  IV, 
was  the  heraldic  cinquefoil  just  mentioned,  and  it  is  natural  that  it  should  be  the 
commonest  if  it  lasted,  as  seems  likely,  for  at  least  three  years.  The  many  varieties 
of  this  mark  can  be  found  set  out  in  Table  3,  and  mention  wnll  only  be  made  of  the 
scarce  early  coins  with  the  pellet  beside  the  mark  on  the  reverse,  the  late  change  from 
the  straight-sided  letter  R  (R6),  to  a  new  form  with  a  tapered  stem  (R7),  and  the  re¬ 
appearance  of  fieurs  above  the  crown  on  a  number  of  groats  with  both  types  of  R. 
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We  can  now  turn  to  the  very  intriguing  question  of  privy  marks,  as  these  type  9 
groats  with  the  suns  and  roses  in  the  legends  seem  to  offer  a  unique  opportunity  to 
see  if  we  can  discover  any  system  we  can  reconcile  with  the  probable  dates  of  currenc}’ 
of  the  different  marks  which  have  been  arrived  at  from  other  evidence.  First,  then, 
as  to  the  duration  of  the  so-called  P^'x  ”  periods. 

In  the  excellent  monograph  on  the  London  coinage  of  Henry  VI  Restored  by 
xMr.  Derek  Allen  already  referred  to,  the  author  writes  as  follows : 

“  It  is  normally  held  that  the  initial  marks  were  part  of  a  system  of  privy  marks 
put  upon  coins  in  order  that  they  might  be  recognisable  by  their  makers  at 
intervals  of  three  months  at  the  trials  of  the  pyx.  For  certain  periods  this  is 
undoubtedly  true;  during  the  reign  of  Edward  IV  it  is  by  no  means  so  certain. 
The  record  has  survived  of  a  trial  of  the  pyx  during  this  reign  which  on  this 
assumption  is  inexplicable.  In  December  1475  a  trial  was  held  to  test  the  weight 
and  purity  of  the  coins  which  had  been  issued  between  the  beginning  of  the 
second  reign  of  Edward  and  the  month  of  the  trial,  altogether  a  period  of  four 
years  and  seven  months.  Thirty-six  bags  of  sample  coins  were  taken  to  be 
tested  and  thirty-four  actually  were  tested.  If  these  bags  represent  three-monthly 
divisions,  one  would  expect  fourteen  or  fifteen  bags.  If  they  w'ere  to  represent 
monthly  output,  one  would  expect,  allowing  for  months  in  which  money  was  not 
coined,  forty-two  bags.  In  fact,  it  is  impossible  to  apportion  the  bags  precisely 
to  any  duration  of  time,  though  the  average  must  have  been  between  one  and 
two  months.” 

I  have  quoted  this  extract  because,  quite  contrary  to  Mr.  Allen’s  conclusions,  I 
think  it  tells  us  exactly  what  we  want  to  know  about  the  duration  of  Pyx 
periods  at  this  time.  A  period  of  four  years  and  seven  months  would  involve  18  com¬ 
pleted  3-monthly  periods.  The  gold  and  silver  coins  to  be  examined  would  naturally 
be  packed  in  separate  bags,  making  18  of  each  or  36  in  all,  which  is  precisely  the 
number  presented.  There  is  no  doubt,  therefore,  that  3-monthly  periods  are  to  be 
looked  for.

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It  has  already  been  stated  that  the  known  varieties  of  any  mark  and  their  combina¬ 
tions  usually  exceed  by  far  the  3-monthly  periods  occurring  in  its  longest  possible 
currency.  The  difficulty  has  been  to  decide  what  are  the  actual  privy  marks  and  what 
are  other  marks  the  significance  of  which  cannot  now  be  recovered.  If  we  look  at 
Table  3  it  will  be  seen  that  the  varieties  have  been  divided  into  two  sections :  the  roses 
and  suns,  numbered  0-12,  and  the  lettering  varieties,  marked  A,  B  and  C.  Both  the 
lettering  varieties  and  the  obverse  roses  occur  in  combination  with  the  reverse  roses 
and  suns,  so  that  obviously  something  will  have  to  be  disregarded.  If  we  assume 
that  the  lettering  varieties  were  not  privy  marks,  and  that  the  obverse  roses  when 
occurring  w'ere  to  take  precedence  over  the  reverse  marks,  we  can  arrive  at  the  follow¬ 
ing  time-table :

The  above  accords  very  well  with  the  chronology  obtained  from  other  sources, 
and  quoted  by  Messrs.  Blunt  and  Whitton: 

Cross  and  pellet  marks  —  3.2.77  to  early  1480, 

Heraldic  cinquefoil  —  early  1480  to  12.2.83. 

It  also  agrees  nicely  with  the  comparative  rarity  of  surviving  specimens.  It  does  not, 
of  course,  meet  every  requirement.  The  groats  with  rose  after  devm,  known  in  all 
marks,  are  much  commoner  than  most  other  varieties,  and  one  more  pri\^  mark  is 
required  to  bring  the  heraldic  cinquefoil  up  to  the  spring  of  1483,  but  there  can  be 
little  doubt,  I  feel,  that  we  are  on  the  right  track  in  taking  the  roses  and' suns  as  privy 
marks  for  the  3-monthly  pyx  periods  during  the  currency  of  the  type  9  groats. 

This  brings  us  to  the  very  controversial  question  of  the  attribution  of  the  rare 
Edward  coins  with  mintmark  halved  sun  and  rose.  Messrs.  Blunt  and  Whitton  have 
come  out  whole-heartedly  on  the  side  of  Edward  IV,  but  the  generally  received 
opinion  is  still  that  they  should  be  given  to  Edward  V.  Some  very  strong  arguments 
have  been  adduced  for  the  first-mentioned  view,  among  which  may  be  cited : 

1.  The  indenture  of  February  1483,  with  a  new  mintmaster,  the  London  gold¬ 
smith  Bartholomew  Reed. 

2.  The  mint  accounts,  which  are  exceptionally  divided  thus:  February  April, 
May  June,  July  September,  the  amounts  for  May  June  being  434  pounds  of 
silver  and  49  pounds  of  gold,  which  are  too  small  to  have  required  the  known 
dies  and  varieties  of  both  the  halved  sun  and  rose  and  boar’s  head  marks. 

3.  The  circumstances  of  Edward  V’s  reign.  He  acceded  on  9th  April  under  his 
mother’s  guardianship.  On  4th  May,  Richard  Duke  of  Gloucester  returned 
to  London  and  became  Protector. 

4.  From  the  fact  that  the  mint  accounts  show  no  issues  for  April  after  Edward 
IV’s  death,  it  would  appear  that  no  money  was  struck  until  Richard  assumed 
the  Protectorship.  All  Edward  coins  with  the  only  other  known  mark,  the 
boar’s  head,  are  struck  over  the  halved  sun  and  rose,  and  this  is  what  one 
would  expect  if  the  only  Edward  coins  were  struck  during  the  Protectorate. 

Before  considering  these  points  I  had  better  list  the  known  varieties  of  the 
Edward  coins  with  mintmark  halved  sun  and  rose : 

1.  No  fleur  on  breast,  nothing  below  bust,  unbarred  a’s  on  obv.  barred  A  in  t.as, 

2.  Fleur  on  breast,  pellet  below  bust,  unbarred  a’s  on  obv.  barred  A  in  tas. 

3.  Fleur  on  breast,  nothing  below  bust,  barred  a’s  on  obv.  and  in  tas, 

4.  Fleur  on  breast,  nothing  below  bust,  barred  a’s  on  obv.,  but  unbarred  a  in  tas. 
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No  roses  or  suns  are  found  in  the  legends,  neither  is  the  new  R7,  and  there  is  no  known 
mule  between  the  heraldic  cinquefoil  and  the  halved  sun  and  rose. 

As  already  mentioned,  if  we  had  concrete  evidence  that  a  new  indenture  called 
for  a  new  mintmark,  there  would  be  no  problem;  the  halved  sun  and  rose  mark 
would  automatically  become  the  last  mark  of  Edward  IV’s  reign,  while  the  sudden 
change  in  the  privy  marking  system,  and  the  lack  of  mules,  would  be  attributed  to 
the  orders  of  the  new  mintmaster  for  a  complete  break  with  the  previous  authority. 

Nevertheless  it  must  be  said  that  if  we  do  not  accept  that  a  new'  indenture  meant 
a  new'  mark,  most  of  the  points  raised  can  equally  be  explained  on  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  the  halved  sun  and  rose  was  Edw'ard  V’s  natural  mark.  The  434  pounds  of 
silver  struck  in  May  and  June  were  in  fact  little  less  than  the  total  for  the  period 
from  Michaelmas  1482  to  Edward  IV’s  death  (587  lbs.),  so  that  it  is  no  more 
difficult  to  account  for  the  number  of  dies  and  varieties  in  the  tw'o  months  May/ June, 
than  in  the  tw'O  months  from  February  12th  to  April  9th. 

While  we  remain  in  doubt  regarding  the  effect  of  a  new  indenture,  wffiat  we  decide 
about  the  halved  sun  and  rose  groats  will  continue  to  be  a  matter  of  personal  inclina¬ 
tion.  For  myself,  I  wdll  only  say  that  while  the  arguments  for  the  attribution  to 
Edward  IV  appear  very  strong,  there  does  seem  to  be  a  dividing  line  between  the 
heraldic  cinquefoil  and  halved  sun  and  rose  groats  which  is  somewhat  greater  than 
might  be  expected  in  coins  of  one  reign.

As  alw'aj's,  we  welcome  the  appearance  of  this,  the  latest  Mint  Report,  which  contains 
the  usual  statistics  relating  to  coinage  struck  by  the  mint,  and  which  is  of  so  much  interest 
to  collectors  and  others  interested  in  coins  and  the  working  of  the  Royal  Mint.  There  are 
not  a  great  number  of  details  regarding  the  U.K.  coinage  to  be  found  in  the  main  report, 
but  the  following  might  be  of  interest;  506,266,796  pieces,  weighing  2,470  tons,  were  struck 
for  circulation  during  the  j'ear,  of  this  number  50.3'^'o  were  for  the  U.K.,  14.3^b  for  the  Common¬ 
wealth  and  35.4'’o  for  foreign  countries.  Of  Cupro-Nickel  Imperial  Coinage  11,614,953 
halfcrowns:  13,085,422  florins:  57,033,767  shillings  and  105,241,150  sixpences  were  struck; 
41,720,000  twelve-sided  threepences  were  struck.  Due  to  a  surplus  of  1949  pence  still  in 
stock,  the  penny  was  not  struck  this  year.  An  item  of  special  interest  was  the  striking  in 
platinum  of  medals  of  the  Aga  Khan. 

We  feel  that  the  information  relating  to  modern  coins  and  coining  methods  contained  in 
these  Reports  makes  them  almost  indispensible  to  the  collector  who  wishes  to  keep  his  numis¬ 
matic  library  up-to-date.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  time-lag  in  publication  has 
lessened. — P.  A.  R. 

WIELANDT,  Friedrich;  Badische  Miinz-  und  Geldgeschichte.  Karlsruhe,  1955. 
573  pp.,  35  plates,  bound  in  linen.  Price  lOj-,  postage  2/3 

This  comprehensive  work,  dealing  with  one  of  the  major  states  of  Germany,  is  of  the 
greatest  interest  to  scholars  and  collectors  of  the  German  coinage. 

The  author  concerns  himself  not  only  with  numismatics,  but  also  with  the  history  and 
economics  of  Baden.  He  restricts  himself  to  the  development  of  the  margraviate  proper, 
from  mediaeval  times  to  the  present  day. 

The  book  falls  into  several  sections;  the  historical  part,  which  also  deals  with  the  main 
changes  in  the  currency  standard  illustrated  by  very  clear  tables;  then  with  contemporary 
forgeries  and  paper  money  issued  owing  to  economic  crises  and  difficulties.  The  second  part 
quotes  in  full  the  historical  documents  from  the  archives,  and  the  third  part  consists  of  a  com¬ 
plete  catalogue  of  the  coins  from  the  12th  century  onward,  including  also  the  various  19th 
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century  patterns,  most  of  them  illustrated  on  the  excellent  plates.  This  is  followed  by  an 
extensive  bibliography  and  index. 

I  am  specially  happy  to  review  this  beautifully  laid-out  and  important  book,  as  the  com¬ 
mission  for  writing  it  had  originally  been  given  to  my  late  husband,  who,  owing  to  the  first 
world  war  and  the  subsequent  financial  restrictions  on  research,  was  unable  to  complete  it. 
The  task  of  writing  this  work  could  not  have  been  left  in  better  hands. — E.  Cahn. 

The  B.A.N.S.  Year-Book,  1955-1956. 

We  welcome — somewhat  belatedly — the  second  number  of  this  Journal  which  gives  a 
report  of  the  year’s  activity  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies.  Issued  now 
in  printed  form,  it  contains  the  Constitution  of  the  Association :  a  detailed  directory  of  affiliated 
societies;  the  Secretary’s  Report  for  1954/5:  a  report  of  the  annual  Numismatic  Congress 
held  at  Chester  last  June:  provisional  arrangements  for  future  Congresses  (to  be  held  this  year 
at  York,  11th  June):  and,  finally,  a  Numismatic  Bibliography  for  1954-5. 

This  last  item  is,  we  feel,  the  most  important  section  of  this  journal.  It  could  be  of  greater 
value  if  it  were  considerably  enlarged  to  include  papers  published  in  European  and  other 
numismatic  periodicals.

The  Canadian  Numismatic  Journal  (Vol.  1,  No.  1). 

In  January  1950  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Association  was  formed  by  members  of  the 
Ottawa  Coin  Club  in  order  to  gather  together  in  one  national  organization  all  those  interested 
in  coins,  tokens,  medals  and  paper  money.  Today  the  membership  approaches  the  700  mark. 
Beginning  with  a  duplicated  Bulletin  the  Association  has  now  progressed  to  the  point  where  it 
is  able  to  issue  a  monthly  printed  magazine.  We  wish  this  new  venture  all  success. 

The  first  issue  contains  news  of  the  affiliated  societies  and  “  chapters  ” :  the  conclusion 
of  an  article  on  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  by  Mrs.  Betty  Hearn :  The  old  Alasters  can  be  Wrong  ! 
by  Alajor  Sheldon  Carroll:  and  Metallurgical  Aspects  of  Coinage  with  Special  Reference  to 
Nickel  by  Aubrey  A.  Tuttle. 

YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.  1.  I  have  a  1951  Festival  crown  which  instead  of  reading  mdcccli  on  the  edge,  has  an 
asterisk  in  place  of  the  M.  Is  there  any  reason  for  this  ? 

A.  1.  The  edge  inscriptions  on  the  Festival  crown  (and  also  on  the  1935  George  V  jubilee 
crown  and  on  the  1953  coronation  crovm)  were  impressed  on  the  edges  of  the  blanks 
before  they  were  struck,  by  a  castaying  machine.  This  macliine  has  two  rollers, 
upper  and  lower,  each  of  which  carries  the  ‘  die  ’  of  one  half  of  the  edge  inscription, 
and  the  blank  is  rolled  between  the  rollers,  edgewise.  Should  there  be  grease  of  any 
sort  on  the  edge  of  the  blank,  it  would  tend  to  slip  between  the  rollers,  thus  causing 
overlapping  of  the  two  halves  of  the  inscription,  or  omission  or  incorrect  placing  of 
letters.  Such  errors  do  not  add  to  the  value  of  the  coin. 

Q.  2.  Is  the  proof  crown  of  George  V  1932  listed  in  the  E.S.C.  as  No.  372A  (R®)  a  genuine 
brilliant  proof,  or  is  it  similar  to  the  ‘  proofs  ’  (specimens  or  special  early  strikings)  of 
other  dates,  a  number  of  which  turned  up  in  the  L.  A.  Lawrence  sale  ? 

A.  2.  This  ‘  proof’  1932  piece  is  in  all  probability  identical  with  the  ‘  specimens  ’  of  other 
dates.  7'hese  latter  are  usually  “  semi-brilliant,”  similar  to  the  ‘  proof  ’  crowns  of 
1927  included  in  the  specimen  sets  of  that  year.  Specimens  of  years  other  than  1927 
are  very  rare. 

Q.  3.  Was  there  a  proof  in  925  of  the  1935  crown  ? 

A.  3.  Yes,  the  so-called  pattern,  or  proof  with  raised  lettering  on  edge  (E.S.C.  378,  2,500 
struck)  is  in  “  fine  ”  Al.  The  proof  in  fine  silver  E.S.C.  377  is  presumably  a  proof  of 
the  coin  with  incuse  edge  inscription.  This  must  be  an  extreme  rarity  if,  indeed,  it 
really  exists. 

Q.  4.  I  have  two  different  penny  tokens  of  the  Parys  Mine  Co.  Anglesey,  dated  1787,  one 
with  20  acorns  in  the  wreath  on  the  obverse  and  the  other  with  31 .  As  it  is  noted  that 
there  are  a  number  of  these  pennies  with  varying  quantities  of  acorns,  would  you  please 
state  ; — 

(a)  How  many  varieties  in  the  number  of  acorns  exist  ? 

(b)  Is  it  the  number  of  acorns  that  decides  the  rarity  of  these  coins,  and  if  so  wiiich 
of  the  date  quoted  above  are  the  rarest. 

A.  4.  (a)  Of  the  258  varieties  of  Anglesea  pennies,  165  are  dependant  upon  the  number, 

position  and  grouping  of  the  acorns. 

(b)  There  are  85  varieties  of  the  1787  penny,  and  most  of  the  varieties  are  determined

by  the  relative  placing  of  the  acorns  (irrespective  of  number)  to  the  head  and  to  the 
leaves  in  the  wreath,  and  the  rarity  is  not  entirely  dependant  on  the  number  of  acorns  alone. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

I'he  Coinage  of  the  Restoration  of  King  Henry  VI  (cf.  the  article  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Potter 
in  the  February  Bulletin — ‘  The  Light  Groats  of  Edward  IV  ’). 

Possibly  the  reason  for  the  complexity  of  Henry  Vi’s  money  of  1470-1  can  be  attributed 
to  the  emergency  nature  of  the  issue.  It  was  the  general  rule  following  a  sudden  change  in 
dynasty,  for  the  new  ruler  to  issue  a  flood  of  coinage  in  his  own  name;  Redwulf,  who  stole  the 
throne  of  Northumbria  from  Ethelred  in  844,  is  known  by  far  more  coins  from  his  few  months 
than  many  a  king  of  that  time  who  reigned  for  several  years:  Harold  H,  in  less  than  a  year, 
struck  coins  from  almost  all  the  mints  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  in  such  quantity  that  they  are 
no  more  than  averagely  rare:  and  the  coins  of  Henry’s  VI  Restoration  are  an  extraordinarily 
large  and  varied  issue  for  a  mere  six  months.  In  each  of  these  cases,  it  w'as  politically  urgent 
to  publish  the  name  and  titles  of  the  new  monarch,  and,  in  the  emergency,  no  doubt  regular 
minting  schedules  and  organized  privy-marking  systems  went  by  the  board.  The  most 
apposite  comparison  is  the  first  coinage  of  Henry  VH,  which  is  merely  a  continuation  of  that  of 
Richard  HI  with  the  Tudor  name:  this  coinage  provides  a  series  of  mintmarks,  muled,  inter¬ 
changed  and  overstamped  which  has  baffled  students  for  years.  But  I  think,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  Restoration  coins  of  Henry  VI,  that  we  have  not  understood  them  for  the  simple  reason 
that  the  order  and  organization,  which  we  find  in  longer  and/or  more  peaceful  reigns,  was  never 
attempted  in  the  rush  to  provide  a  large  coinage  quickly.  In  that  case,  there  would  be  no 
rigid  division  between  the  issues  with  one  mintmark  or  another:  largely  they  were  concurrent, 
and  though  we  may  draw  qualified  conclusions,  such  as  that  mm.  lis  generally  earlier  than 
mm.  restoration  cross,  they  certainly  overlapped.  This  is,  I  believe,  the  solution  to  the  appar¬ 
ent  disorder  at  the  beginning  of  Henry  VH’s  reign:  though  sun  and  rose  dimidated  is  generally 
earlier  than  lis  and  rose  or  rose,  there  is  no  fixed  dividing  line  between  them,  and  dies  bearing 
as  many  as  three  or  four  different  marks  were  being  used  simultaneously.  The  frequency 
of  mules  is  thus  not  an  embarrassment  to  the  numismatist,  but  only  indicates  that  the  mint 
was  not  at  the  time  governed  by  such  meticulous  system  as  we  have  unjustifiably  assumed. — 
I.  Halley  Stewart. 

While  re-reading  some  of  my  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletins  I  was  interested 
to  see  a  letter  about  French  coppers  circulating  in  England  (1955  Vol.,  No.  7). 

I  have  in  my  possession  seven  French  fE  coins  all  received  in  change  by  my  friends  and 
myself  during  the  last  few  years.  They  are  5  and  10  centime  pieces  of  Napoleon  HI — all 
very  much  worn  ; — 10  centime  pieces;  1854  or  5,  mintmark  M  (Toulouse):  1855,  k  (Bordeaux): 
1854,  B  (Rouen).

WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

The  Victoria  Cross.  Dr.  G.  E.  B.  Payne  writes  “  In  the  Bulletin  from  time  to  time  much 
interest  is  shown  in  the  V.C.  The  Soldier  of  January  1956  has  an  interesting  article,  and  the 
British  Medical  Journal  for  the  week  ending  28  Jan.  1956  has  an  article  with  names  of  V.C.’s 
awarded  to  Service  M.O.’s  and  m.ention  is  made  of  those  v.^on  in  1881  and  in  the  1939-45  War 
by  privates  in  the  R.A.M.C. 

Muster  Roll,  17th  Lancers.  Mr.  A.  Cossens  informs  us  that  a  War  Memorial  for  the 
Crimea  at  Beeston,  Notts.,  includes  the  names  of  two  men  of  the  17th  Lancers,  Private  John 
Lees,  killed  in  the  Charge  of  the  Light  Brigade,  and  Private  Thomas  Toulson.  The  latter’s 
name  did  not  appear  in  our  roll  as  published  although  the  memorial  states  that  both  men 
took  part  in  the  Charge.  We  understand  from  the  Rev.  Canon  W.  M.  Lummis  that  the  name 
is  “  Towson  ”  on  the  Muster  Roll  but  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Roil  to  verify  that  he  did 
ride  in  tfie  Charge.  However  his  name  is  down  as  a  likely  participant  and  it  is  reasonable,  on 
the  strength  of  the  Memorial,  to  give  him  that  honour. 

Readers’  Problems.  I  have  a  pair  of  medals,  both  named  “  1340  Riflmn  Ranbia  Dama 
1st  Bn.  2nd  Gurkhas,  in  script.  They  are  the  Indian  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct 
Medal  and  the  Indian  Meritorious  Service  Medal  (both  late  Queen  Victoria  type).  Can  anyone 
explain  how  a  rifleman  could  be  awarded  the  I.M.S.M.  at  that  time  ? — R.  R.  R. 

I  understand  that  of  the  Naval  General  Service  Medals  1793-1840,  there  were  two  issued 
with  seven  bars,  four  with  six  bars,  and  fourteen  with  five  bars.  Have  any  of  our  readers 
reliable  figures  of  the  numbers  issued  with  four  and  three  bars  ? — D.  J.  Croll. 
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Cambridgeshire  N.S.  “  Coins,  Their 
Place  in  History  and  Art  ”  was  the  title  of  a 
paper  read  by  G.  C.  Haines  at  the  January 
meeting  of  the  C.N.S.  with  the  President 
(Mr.  C.  W.  Bassett)  in  the  chair. 

The  development  of  coin  design  was  traced 
from  the  earliest  Greek  period,  through  Roman 
times,  and  then  in  Britain  from  the  coins  of  the 
^Ancient  Britons  to  the  present  day.  Mention 
was  made  of  the  engravers  of  the  Greek  coin 
dies;  as  some  of  the  finest  artists  of  the  times 
w’ere  employed  for  this  purpose ;  and  how  coins 
provided  names  and  portraits  of  rulers  other¬ 
wise  unknown  to  history.  References  to 
contemporary  history  to  be  found  on  coins  were 
also  mentioned. 

The  paper  was  illustrated  by  a  series  of 
excellent  slides  and  by  a  tray  of  interesting 
specimens  from  Mr.  Haines’  collection 
amongst  which  were  noted  some  outstanding 
pieces. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  N.S. 
The  members  and  friends  attending  the 
January  meeting  of  the  Society  were  rewarded 
by  an  excellent  paper,  prepared  by  one  of  our 
non-resident  members,  Earl  C.  Brown  of 
Chicago,  U.S.A. 

Mr.  Brown  had  taken  for  his  subject,  the 
interesting  title,  “  A  Points  System  of  Judging 
Numismatic  Exhibits.” 

From  Mr.  Brown’s  paper,  it  would  appear 
that  any  collector  of  numismatic  material  who 
is  a  member  of  any  national  or  local  club  may 
enter  an  exhibit  at  the  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Society.  The  exhibitor  has  the  use  of  a 
display  case  for  his  material  which  is  classified 
as  to  type — e.g.  United  States  Coins,  Coins 
prior  to  1500  A.D.,  Foreign  Coins  after  1500 
A.D.,  Paper  Money,  Medals,  Orders,  etc.  and 
Miscellaneous,  Specialised  and  others  not 
mentioned  in  the  above  classes.  The  judges 
usually  number  tliree  or  more,  and  the  exhibits 
are  judged  on  a  points  basis  determined  by  a 
table  of  standards.  Numismatic  information 
carries  a  maximum  of  30  points,  eye-appeal 
and  neatness  the  same  number,  originality  15 
points,  completeness  also  15,  condition  5  points 
and  rarity  and/or  value  5  points.  The  points 
of  each  judge  are  added  together  and  an 
average  taken.  The  awards  given  are  various 
— from  gold  medals  to  ribbons — and  the 
“  Best  on  Show  ”  earns  the  fortunate  exhibitor 
the  Society’s  plaque.  Mr.  Brown  illustrated 
his  paper  by  many  photostat  copies  of  exhibi¬ 
tors’  cards  duly  marked  by  the  judges  at  the 
Central  States  Numismatic  Society’s  Annual 
Congress  held  in  Detroit,  in  1955. 

Our  American  friend  gave  the  Society  a 
most  interesting  insight  into  this  aspect  of 
Numismatic  Exhibitions  which  appear  to  be 
of  such  interest  to  the  members  of  American 
Coin  Clubs. 


The  Secretary,  Norman  Haslam,  had  the 
priviledge  of  presenting  the  paper  to  the 
meeting. 

Highland  N.C.  In  accordance  with  es¬ 
tablished  tradition  the  club  had  a  stand  at 
the  Sixth  Annual  Highland  Hobbies  Exhibi¬ 
tion  held  recently  in  Inverness.  This  year 
our  exhibits  included  a  collection  of  British 
and  Foreign  War  Medals;  some  Scots  coins 
of  James  VI  and  Charles  I  were  displayed  in 
conjunction  with  “  The  liousehold  Book  of 
Lady  Marie  Stewart,  1633-43,”  which  helped 
to  give  some  ideas  of  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  time.  Similarly  a  16th  Century  Plan  of 
Inverness  marked  “  When  Inverness  looked 
like  this — these  coins  were  in  circulation  ” 
was  used  to  offset  some  coins  of  James  IV, 
V,  and  Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  this  exhibit 
attracted  much  interest.  The  club  shared 
a  small  room  with  the  local  stamp  club  who 
included  in  their  exhibition,  stamps  such  as 
those  of  Israel,  which  depicted  coins.  Ap¬ 
proximately  10,000  members  of  the  public 
visited  the  exhibition  during  the  four  days  it 
was  open. 

Huddersfield  N.S.  The  January  meeting 
of  the  Society  was  held  at  its  headquarters  on 
Monday  9th,  when  the  subject  was  “  The 
Horse  on  Coins  and  Medals.”  Seven  mem¬ 
bers,  Messrs.  E.  Fenner,  F.  Goodwin,  F. 
Heeley,  I.  E.  Morgan,  A.  Porritt,  W.  Seed 
and  Mrs.  Lee  spoke  on  the  various  items  that 
they  had  brought  for  exhibition.  These 
included  specimens  of  Ancient  Britain, 
Republican  and  Imperial  Rome,  English 
and  Foreign  Numismatics,  and  provided  a  very 
interesting  evening  for  all  present. 

The  February  meeting  was  held  on  Monday 
the  6th  when  a  good  attendance  of  members 
heard  3  short  papers.  W.  Seed  gave  a  verj’ 
interesting  account  of  “  Oliver  Cromwell 
and  His  Coinage,”  E.  A.  Wood  gave  a  paper 
on  “  Charles  I  and  His  Coinage,”  chiefly 
dealing  with  items  by  Nicholas  Briot,  whilst 
H.  Crook  spoke  on  the  Early  Roman  Coinage. 

Lancashire  Numismatic  Society.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  early  part  of  the  1955-56  session,  the 
above  Society  has  enjoyed  a  varied  and  in¬ 
teresting  series  of  talks.  The  first  of  these  was 
the  presidential  address  given  by  Alderman 
H.  Hird,  and  w'as  an  excellent  paper  on  “  The 
Development  of  the  Sovereign,”  illustrated  by 
slides  and  a  remarkable  selection  of  coins. 
Other  papers  have  been  given  by  Dr.  J.  F. 
Healy,  “The  Coinage  of  Mytilene  ”;  Miss 
M.  E.  Nash,  “  The  Life  and  Tokens  of  Thomas 
Spence”;  and  Professor  F.  C.  Thompson, 
D.Alet.,  “  The  Internal  Anatomy  of  a  Coin.” 
It  is  obvious  that  members  have  enjoyed  this 
wide  range  of  subjects  and  their  only  regret 
has  been  that  that  the  keenly  anticipated  talk 
by  W.  V.  W’ade  on  “  Carausius  ”  could  not 
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rake  place  owing  to  the  illness  and  subsequent 
death  of  Mr.  Wade. 

London  N.C.  C.  H.  Allen,  presided 
at  the  meeting  on  9th  January,  when  some 
30  members  present  followed  with  great 
interest  A.  W.  Jan’s  description  of  his  explora¬ 
tions  on  the  seashore  at  Reculver  in  East  Kent. 
Relics  found  by  him  on  the  site  of  the  Roman 
station  were  exhibited  to  the  meeting.  These 
included  many  Roman  coins,  fragments  of 
pottery,  a  Roman  toggle  brooch,  and  a  fine 
beaker  and  Samian  vase  of  the  late  2nd  or 
early  3rd  century,  which  has  attracted  the 
interest  of  the  British  Museum  authorities. 

I.  D.  Brown  gave  a  lecture  on  “  The  King’s 
Evil  ”  and  the  associated  distribution  of  coins 
as  touch  pieces,”  an  original  subject  which 
he  covered  in  his  customary  thorough  manner. 
Mr.  Brown  quoted  the  earliest  references  to 
monarchs  touching  scrofulous  people  in  order 
to  effect  a  cure,  from  which  it  was  apparent 
that  French  and  English  kings  practised  this 
rite  nearly  a  thousand  years  ago.  Variations 
in  the  ceremony  occurred  from  time  to  time 
due  to  contemporary  circumstances,  whilst 
the  provision  of  coins  also  presented  its 
difficulties  which  accounted  for  changes  in 
denomination,  metals  and  designs.  The 
lecturer  quoted  from  Shakespeare  and  Pepys 
in  relating  this  fascinating  story  of  a  rite 
v/hich  appears  to  have  commanded  wide 
belief  up  to  Stuart  times. 

A.  H.  Paine  took  the  chair  at  the  February 
monthly  meeting  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute, 
Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.4.  Mrs.  W.  Palmer 
exhibited  four  very  fine  coins  of  the  “  box 
thaler  ”  type,  namely,  one  of  Max  Emanuel, 
Augsburg,  undated,  containing  15  very  charm¬ 
ing  coloured  pictures,  Charles  VI  1694,  Box  5 
lire,  Italy,  1848,  and  a  box  medallion  of  Napo¬ 
leon  Bonaparte.  J.  Weibel  displayed  some  of 
the  latest  coins  of  Saarland  and  Austria. 

L.  A.  Brown  (of  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.)  provided 
the  main  item  of  the  evening  and  his  lecture 
on  the  life  and  coinage  of  Mary  Queen  of 
Scots  proved  most  popular.  He  touched 
briefly  on  the  controversial  subject  of  whether 
Mary  justified  the  guilt  attributed  to  her  for 
the  series  of  tragedies  with  which  she  was 
surrounded.  Opinions  differ  on  that  matter, 
but  Mr.  Brown’s  profile  left  no  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  his  appreciative  audience  that  the 
reign  of  this  fascinating  queen  provides  us  not 
only  with  a  series  of  interesting  coins  but  also 
a  strange  variety  of  notorious  characters.  The 
lecturer  dealt  in  an  erudite  manner  with  the 
changes  in  the  coinage  concurrently  with 
Mary’s  matrimonial  ventures,  and  exhibited  a 
number  of  fine  pieces  to  illustrate  his  subject. 

N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire,  “  The  Piece 
of  Eight  ”  was  the  subject  of  a  paper  given  by 
H.  Pegg  at  the  February  meeting.  Since  the 
first  pieces  of  eight  reals  were  minted  in  the 
reign  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  considerably 


before  the  earliest  thalers^  the  term  “  Spanish 
dollar  ”  was  something  of  a  misnomer. 

After  a  general  display  of  the  development  of 
the  types  of  the  denomination,  the  speaker 
went  on  to  discuss  the  use  of  cut  and  counter- 
marked  pieces,  particularly  in  the  West  Indies, 
New  South  Wales  and  Great  Britain.  The 
VIGO  and  lima  coins  of  Anne  and  George  II 
respectively  were  recoined  from  Spanish 
dollars  and  the  George  III  Bank  Dollars  were 
overstruck  on  them,  traces  of  the  original 
coins  often  remaining. 

Mr.  Pegg  pointed  out  that  the  first  British 
Colonial  coins,  the  1601  “  portcullis  ”  dollar 
for  India  and  its  subdivisions,  were  based  upon 
the  Spanish  coin. 

An  interesting  parallel  to  the  present  day 
currency  of  the  Maria  Theresia  thaler  in  parts 
of  the  Middle  East  was  the  continued  circula¬ 
tion,  at  least  until  a  few  years  ago,  of  “Carolus” 
pieces  of  eight  in  Malaya. 

A  selection  of  coins  covering  the  wade  range 
of  the  paper  were  exhibited. 

St.  Albans  Sc  Hertfordshire  N.S.  The 

February  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at 
the  St.  Albans  City  Museum  when  the  speaker 
for  the  evening  in  question  was  G.  E.  Edsall 
who  spoke  upon  the  coinage  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  The  speaker  began  by 
displaying  a  selection  of  Spanish  and  Mexican 
coins  which  were  in  circulation  in  America 
in  the  early  17th  century.  Members  then 
heard  how  coins  minted  in  England  were 
issued  under  the  authority  of  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts  and  issued  in  America 
without  royal  licence.  These  were  issued 
by  John  Hull  for  which  he  received  payment 
of  one  in  twenty  shillings.  The  first  coins  of 
independent  North  American  States  w'ere 
authorised  in  New  Hampshire  in  1776  but 
were  not  issued  until  1785  to  1792.  In  1785 
after  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  Con¬ 
gress  decided  on  a  decimal  coinage  with  the 
dollar  as  the  unit  and  in  1787  the  first  official 
United  States  coin  was  issued.  One  item 
which  was  of  interest  to  philatelists  among 
members  w’as  the 'mention  of  postage  stamps 
being  used  as  currency  during  t’ne  American 
Civil  War.  For  this  purpose  small  transparent 
containers  holding  stamps  w^ere  sold  to  the 
public,  these  could  then  be  “  spent  ”  for  the 
face  value  of  the  stamps.  Mr.  Edsall  men¬ 
tioned  many  other  novel  and  interesting  points 
appertaining  to  American  currency  and  his 
talk  was  of  great  interest  to  all  who  had  the 
opportunity  of  listening  to  it.
